Madison police chief 
sees progress in city

Being chief of police of Madison has been a 
challenge for 44-year-old Steve Skoklo, who 
oversees the administrative functions of the 
city’s police department. 

When he was appointed chief in July 1995 
by Mayor John Bellcoff, the police 
department needed more patrolmen and more 
action needed to be taken in fighting city 
crime, Skoklo said 

Since his appointment, Skoklo said he has 
seen a drop in the city’s crime rate and he 
now has more patrolmen to help enforce the 
law — achievements that were part of his 
goal when he became chief. 

“Our manpower is finally coming up to 
where we have enough patrolmen,” he said. 
“We have 10 officers in the patrol division 
right now, including lieutenants and sergeants 
and a detective.” 

The number of robberies and thefts in the 





community have dropped, Skoklo said, 
adding, ‘‘That’s all attributed to the hard 
work of the officers on the on the street.”’ 
Despite his-relauctance to attribute the _ >

to cause rise in fatalities 


A fatal mixture of alcohol, careless 
driving and speed all made for a tragic 
first quarter of 1997 on the roads of 
Madison County. 

The number of traffic fatalities 
declined 22 percent across the state 
this year compared to the same three 
months in 1996. But Madison County 
experienced a jump from nine deaths 
in 1996 to 13 in 1997 


Such numbers can fluctuate without 
apparent reason, but County Coroner 
Dallas Burke said she sees common 
themes when reviewing fatalities 

‘‘We have been trying to get the 
word out, especially to young people 
and especially during prom season. I 
think road construction contributes to 
problems, but we've had a lot of cases 
where people were just driving too fast

When Saundra Hudson joined 
the Edwardsville School Board 
in 1991, she joined it with an 
immense respect for then pres- 
ident Rudy Wilson 

“I remember thinking “How 
can anyone do this for 18 
years?’ "’ Hudson recalled. 

“But now that I’m looking at 
eight (years), I can under- 
stand.”’ 

Hudson, elected to a second 
term in 1995, has almost six of 
those eight years in.

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Career festival 
Event gives 400 students 
opportunity to explore options

Students from Madison Middle 
School and Madison High School 
recently received a special treat — a 
career festival. 

The two-hour event gave 400 
students an opportunity to hear 
officials and job specialists speal 
about their careers, which allowed 
the students to examine their own 
career options 

“The main purpose of this is to 
expose the students to different jobs 
and put in their minds now that they 
can be what they want to be,” said 
Gladys Steptoe, counselor for the 
Middle School. ‘‘Most (students) are 
excited. They come out saying ‘I 
want to become that,’ or ‘I want to 
do that’."’ 

Steptoe, who originated the career 
festival six years ago, said 24 career 
speakers were available to the 
students.

Moles 

They're small, have 
slender, hairless snouts 
and are nearly blind. But 
their keen senses of smell, 
touch and hearing make up 
for the vision deficiency. 
They live in burrows made 
up of interconnecting 
runways, usually about 6 to 
8 inches underground 
Many of them dig shallow 
feeding runways only a few 
inches below the soil, and 
these are noticeable in the 
lawn. They feed on slugs, 
grubs, earthworms and 
other small insects, but 
their tunneling is what 
does the damage 


Again, fencing is the best 
way to keep them away. 
Bend the bottom 12 inches 
of the wire mesh outward 
before burying it a few 
inches deep, This will 
prevent animals from 
digging under it. 






Earthworms 

These are actually very 
beneficial to your garden, 
so, unless you have a huge 
crowg, it’s best to leave 
‘em alone. Earthworm 
tunnels can help aerate and 
loosen the soil, improving 
drainage and root growth 
Only when they're in great 
numbers does the situation 
become less than 
beneficial. As they tunnel 
through the ground, tt 
deposit the soil that passes 
through their bodies 
(castings) on the surface. 
When excessive castings 
build up, simply break up 
the mounds of soil with a 
rake to even the soil 
surface. 











The best way to get rid of 
moles is to eliminate their 
favorite foods, the small 
insects, which will force 
them to go elsewhere. 








Squirrels 

They're mainly found in 
forested or lightly wooded 
rural areas. Squirrels build 
nests in tree hollows or 
construct them out of 
leaves, twigs and bark in 
trees. Their favorite foods 
are fruit, seeds, nuts, 
insects and bark. They can 
climb and jump with the 
best of them, leaping from 
branch to branch with little 
effort. They damage 
gardens by digging up 
newly planted seeds and 
bulbs, or even entire 
plants. 


As we mentioned last 
Sunday, animals aren't 
dumb. Some aren't all that 
smart either, but most have 
enough intelligence to 
determine what's a threat 
and what isn’t. For 
example, a scarecrow may 
work wonders one year but 
fail the next. Once the 
critters realize no threat is 
posed by the scarecrow, 
they simply ignore it. 


Chicken wire placed over Good fencing, though, 


planted areas is the best 
way to keep squirrels out. 
Bury the edges of the mesh 
in the soil, or weight them 
down. Remove the wire 
before the plants start to 
prodrude through 


To keep them out of 
trees, snugly place 2-ft. 
wide metal bands 
(aluminum roof flashing is 
excellent) around the tree 
trunk at least six feet off 
the ground. Trim branches 
so they’re six feet away 
from each other and from 
any structure. We assume it 
would be safe to say that 
squirrels’ maximum 
jumping distance is six feet

It seems only fitting that 
someone who has put so much 
into the city’s history should 
write about it. Stehman wrote 
a History of Collinsville five 
years ago. 

Stehman became a fixture at 
the Collinsville Memorial Pub- 
lic Library when she began 
cataloging items, for the fledg- 
ling Collinsville Historical 
Museum. It was a project of 
the Daughters of the American 
Revolution. (Stehman’s geneal 
ogy includes a revolutionary 


group, the Friends of the 
Museum were born. Stehman 
was the group’s president for 
11 years. 

About the same time, Steh- 
man was working with another 
new group — the Cahokia 
Mounds Museum Society. In 
the days before the Interpre- 
tive Center, Stehman volun- 
teered in the gift shop and 
pushed for the sale of items 
that were interesting to visi- 
tors. 

“T took a box of things we 
sold to the state and they gave 
them a loan,” Stehman said. 
“We paid off the loan two 
years before it was due.” 

And while the site grew, so 
did its support. What had once 
been a core group of five to

In the Midwest, the willow- 
post method has been used 
most successfully along 
streams in agricultural flood- 
plains without tree cover. How- 
ever, it is not recommended 
for drainage ditches 

The willow-post method is 
most effective when used with 
a ‘‘systems approach” to land 
and water management. A sys: 
tems approach means that you 
also control erosion on the land 
upstream from the unstable 
streambank In cropland 
areas, you can achieve this 

oal with no-till and mulch-till 
arming sytems. 

To decide if you need to take 
action to control streambank 
erosion follow the: 

1. Make site 
creeks that flow through your 
land. Starting upstream from

Dickens reaches century mark 


Sherman Dickens is aptly 
named. For even at age 100, 
he’s still a real dickens 

“T've obeyed the word of 
God. Jesus done his part and 
I've done my part,” Dickens 
said when asked for the secret 
to his longevity. He turned 100 
on April 15 

Living in Madison with his 
daughter, Isabelle Brooks, 
Dickens is a client in the 
Senior Companion Program 
(SCP) operated by Belleville 
Area College’s Programs and 
Services for Older Persons. 


Under the program, SCP yol- 
unteers may spend up to five 
days a week in the homes of 
clients, providing encourage- 
ment and friendship, as well 
as respite for their caregivers 
SCP volunteers earn a modest 
stipend 





Dickens is visited every 
weekday by a companion. On 
Mondays, Wednesdays and Fri 
days, it is Gladys Williams of 
Madison, who has been a SCP 
volunteer for 13 years 


On Tuesdays and Thursdays, 
it is Beatrice Wigfall of Ven 
ice, who has served as a SCP 
volunteer for two years 
Besides spending time with 
Dicke at his home, Williams 
and Wigfall occasionally take 
time to attend events at the 
nearby senior center. That is 
where a 100th birthday was 
held for Dickens, who said 
many of her immediate family 
members also lived long lines

He is missing two fingers on 
his left hand and remembers 
losing them in a sawing acci- 
dent during his 40-year career 
Ss a blacksmith, working on a 
Mississippi plantation for his 
boss, Eric Waddell 

He also recalls his wife of 60 
years and one week, ‘‘Miss 
Mabel,’"? who died in August 
1986. In December 1986, Dick- 
ens suffered a paralyzing 
stroke at his Blythesville, Ark., 
home. Shortly after that, his 
two daughters, Brooks, and 
Elizabeth Moore, traveled to 
Arkansas to bring Dickens to 
Madison with them 

Today, Dickens’ vision is 
limited, but he still has an ear 
for music, especially church 
music, which he listens to on 
cassette tapes. 

Dickens admits to “taking a 
little whiskey and smoking an 
occasional cigar.” But, by and 
large, his said his life has been 
free of vices 

“At age 8, my oldest brother 
dropped a bit of snuff on my 
tongue. I was so sick after 
that,’’ he said

Crunchy grains add big 
nutrients to salads 


Bulgur is not the only 
whole grain popping up in 
new-style salads For 
erunch and a _ nutritional 
boost, stir cracked wheat, 
kasha (KAHSH-uh) from 
buckwheat, quinoa (KEEN- 
wah) and brown rice into 
any main dish or vegetable 
salad. 

Bulgur, or cracked whole 
wheat berries, is the tradi- 
tional grain in tabouli sal- 
ad, a Middle Eastern mix- 
ture of cooked whole wheat, 
chopped tomato, parsley, 
cucumber and green onion. 
However, today tabouli 
ingredients vary from 
brown rice to quinoa. 

Whole grains are a_nutri- 
tion powerhouse. Whole 
grains add fiber, magne- 
sium, vitamins E and B-, 
copper, zinc and all sorts of 
phytochemicals that may 
protect against colon can- 
cer, heart disease and pre- 
vent constipation. 

Whole grains contain 90 
percent more vitamin E 
and B-6 than refined grain, 
and 75 percent more mag- 
nesium, manganese, fiber, 
zinc and potassium, and 
twice as much copper, pan- 
tothenic acid and_ folate as 
refined grains. Check out 
these whole grains. 

Bulgur: A processed form 
of cracked whole wheat, 
bulgur is produced by 
steaming and drying whole 
wheat kernels. The grain is 
then cracked into three siz- 
es. The coarse is used for 
pilaf, the medium for cere- 
al and the finest for tabouli. 
Bulgur requires less cook- 


ing time than cracked 
wheat It also can be 
“cooked”? by soaking with- 
out heat.

Gracked Wheat: Simply 
ground wheat berries, 
cracked wheat can replace 
rice or other grains in most 
recipes.

Eat 
as a breakfast cereal, or 
substitute for bulgur in 
tabouli. 


Brown Rice: Now avail- 
able in quick-cooking and 
instant forms, this is the 
only form of rice that con- 
tains vitamin E. Its flavor 
is richer flavor and its tex- 
ture chewier than white 
rice. 


Quinoa: Not a true grain, 
but related to Swiss chard 
and spinach, this grain has 
delicate flavor and can be 
substituted for almost any 
other grain. It contains 
more iron than other grains 
and is rich in_ potassium 
and riboflavin. Use twice as 
much liquid as grain. Sim- 
mer 15 minutes. Quinoa’s 
light, non-sticky texture 
makes it ideal for warm- 
weather salad. 


Kasha: Not a true grain, 
these granules are roasted, 
hulled buckwheat kernels 
Although buckwheat flour is 
familiar to most Americans 
as pancakes, kasha blends 
well with brown rice to add 
new assertive taste to a 
casserole or salad.

Breakfast still pulls 
most egg-stra attention 


Eggs serye many purpos- 
es in cooking, like binding 
foods together in meatloaf 
or mayonnaise. Eggs need 
to be cooked over low to 
moderate heat, whatever 
the method, or they become 
unevenly cooked, tough and 
rubbery. 


Because people cook food 
in a microwave oven most 
often on high or full power, 
it may seem difficult to 
cook eggs in the appliance. 
That is not true. 


First though, remember 
that eggs cooked in their 
shells will explode. Move on 
to poached or scrambled 
eggs, which, when cooked 
for a minimum amount of 


time in a microwave, turn 
out wonderfully well. Three 
eggs seem to puff up and 
appear to be more volume 
than when they are cooked 
on a stove. 


In a glass pie pan, melt 2 
tablespoons butter or mar- 
garine, which takes 20 to 25 
seconds on high power. Tilt 
the pan to coat with the 
butter. 


In a small bowl, stir 4 
with 4 tablespoons 
ilk until blended well. 


Pour into the buttered pan. 
Microwave on high power 
2% to 4 minutes, stirring 
twice during cooking. Eggs 
continue to cook during the 
standing time — about 5 
minutes — so there is time 
to prepare the rest of 
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breakfast. 

Eggs should be cooked 
only until almost set, not 
completely set, as they 
might be dry and tough 
Cover during standing time 
for thorough cooking. 


Many people don’t eat 
eggs often for fear of rais- 
ing their cholesterol level. 
Experts now say eggs were 
given a _ bad rap, although 
they still should be eaten 
moderately. 


On weekends when I have 
more time to cook for the 
family, I like to fix eggs 
Benedict with a hollandaise 
sauce. Add fruit or juice, 
plus milk for a complete 
breakfast. Add coffee if 
there is time to linger.

Salads are a welcome 
addition to any meal. Color- 
ful and crispy, they provide 
a variety of colorful flavors 
that fit almost any menu 
As a separate course, side 
dish or main attraction, sal- 
ad is a sure-fire way to get 
one — and usually several 
— of the recommended five 
daily servings of vegetables

Customarily a salad 
starts with a base of 
greens.

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Mazda All-Sport 
MPV has rugged 
appeal

Cashing in on the current sport-utility craze, 
Mazda is marketing its All-Sport MPV as a sport- 
utility van, available with four-wheel drive and 
decorated with rugged exterior features 

The front-engine, rear-drive All-Sport sits tall 
and looks rugged.’ Be sure to specify the 4WD 
package for all-weather traction and the ability to 
do some modest off-roading. That is the model I 
drove, and I found it to be stable and secure in 
pouring rain 

Aside from four-wheel-drive, the All-Sport pack- 
age is mostly cosmetic, consisting of a grill guard, 
roof rack, fender flares, polished wheels and a 
rear bumper guard. Leather upholstery, dual air 
bags, anti-lock brakes and a whole host of conve- 
nience equipment complete the offering 

The MPV’s short overall length and maneuver: 
ability make it appealing to active folks for camp- 
ing, biking and such, but don’t expect it to clam 
ber around the outback like an SUV, because the 
four-wheel-drive system doesn’t have a transfer 
case that would give it an extra-low gear. It does, 
however, have a locking differential for extra trac- 
tion when the going gets really nasty. 

Rear-wheel drive makes it excellent for towing 
Equipped with the Load Leveling Package, the 
two-wheel-drive can tow 4,500 pounds (4,200 pounds 
for 4WD) 

The MPV’s 3.¢-liter V-6 engine is a single-over. 
head-cam unit with three valves per cylinder. It 
has horsepower, but the mid-range power is a 
bit soft and it requires a deliberate kick-down of 
the transmission when climbing steep hills or pass- 
ing slower traffic. 

The shift lever for the automatic transmission is 
mounted on the steering column, and it contains 
buttons for shifting out of overdrive and engaging 
four-wheel drive. The lack of a floor console opens 
up front legroom and gives space for items 
between the front seats 

Four-door minivans are the rage today, and the 
Mazda is so equipped. The rear doors open out 90 
degrees which facilitates getting into the back 
seat 

Getting to the third seat is a different story. It 
requires climbing behind the second row of cap- 
tain’s chairs, an exercise best left to agile young- 
sters. In addition, legroom in the third seat is 
minimal 

The MPV’s 110.4inch wheelbase and 183.5-inch 
overall length are shorter than the standard Dodge 
Caravan. Consequently, there is not much luggage 
space behind the third seat. The third seat folds 
forward to create a load space, or it can be 
removed completely. Access is simplified by a 
large tailgate hinged at the top. =

The auto industry is truly global. Parts suppli- 
ers all over the world compete for business, and 
the effects of international difficulties can be 
far-reaching 

An example is a fire that destroyed a Japanese 
factory that built brake parts for Toyota. Toyota 
had to shift that work to a factory that made 
engine parts for the Toyota Indy-car racing teams 
in the U.S. The result is a parts shortage for the 
racing teams, which has forced three of the four 
drivers using Toyota engines to fall back on last 
year’s engines. E 

Tougher competition for vehicle sales is a fact 
of life around the globe, too. In the U.S. auto 
manufacturers and dealers saw need to increase 
their 1996 advertising spending budgets by about 
$1 billion 

The auto industry spent $11.6 billion on adver- 
tising last year, according to Competitive Media 
Reporting, an ‘advertising industry monitoring 
firm. The industry spent an estimated $10.6 billion 
in 1995. 

The 1996 total included about $3.9 billion spent 
on newspaper ads; $3.4 billion on local television; 
$1.9 billion on network television; $352 million on 
cable television; and $44.9 million on network 
radio. 

Profits were way up for U.S. auto manufactur- 
ers during the first quarter of the year. General 
Motors’ profits were nearly $1.8 billion, up from 
just over $1 billion for the same three months of 
1996. Ford's profits jumped from $653 million a 
year ago to $1.5 billion this year. Chrysler edged 
up slightly, from about $1.01 billion Iast year to 
$1.02 billion this year. 

Overall, first-quarter profits for the three com- 
panies totaled about $4.3 billion this year com- 
pared to $2.7 billion in 1996.
